Explosives are used extensively In 


clearing new land in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, especially In the regions 
with clay soils once heavily timbered 
with pine. These explosives are used 
to extract stumps by breaking them 
to pieces and also to remove bowlder*. 
They may also play an Important part 
tn splitting and Juries oil the soil 
from the roots In connection with 
mechanical power In pulling stumps. 


Tto advantage of using explosives 


In clearing new land Is that a big 
Investment Is • not necessary as 
ease of stump machinery. They can 
b» used In some way by almost every 
settler. 
The stumps and bowlder* 


are left In such form as to be handled 
easily and disposed of. The roots are 
freed from soil and th« large parts 
broken up so they can be used for 
fuel, as Is the practice In many sec- 
tions at present 


An explosion Is the sudden trans 


formation of a solid Into a gas which 
occupies a greater space. A common 
error Is made by many practical men | 
In thinking that the action of dyna- 
mite Is downward, rather than being 
equal la all <Urectidus.. • It appears 
to act downward from the shattering 
effect on the soil or bowlder, but the 
action upward Is Just as great only 
there Is usually nothing risible to 
show it The action on the soil, chem- 
ically. It not detrimental, as is com- 
monly believed, but would rather tend 
to Improve fertility. 


Two common kinds of explosives 


used in Wisconsin and Minnesota are 
dynimlt* and virite. The dynamite 
range* frost SO per cent, to CO per 


cent la strength, bat the most uni- 
versally used Is 40 p«r cent 
The 


60 per cent "straight" acts very rap- 
dly with a shattering effect, while 
the 25 per cent "extra" acts com- 
paratiTely • slowly with a propelling 
torce. Vlrlte Is only of one strength 
equal to iO per .cent dynamite, but 
:s much slower In action," The higher 
the strength the speedier and more 
sensitive the dynamite. 


It is very Important to. hare the 


different grades of dynamite wher* 
shattering and propelling forces an 
required. In raising a bowlder or a 
stump, a slow propelling force Is b^st. 
but for breaking rocks or stumps a 
speedy shattering force Is necessary- 
Dynamite freezes easily and when In 
that condition should be handled very 
carefully. When It Is left In the hot 
sun during the summer It Is rendered 
ranch more sensitive and 
requires 


more precautions in working with It 
The effects of the odor or contact 
with dynamite causes many operators 
to become sick. If a pair of canvas 
gloves Is used In 
handling tha 


cartridges 
they can be discarded 


when they > become saturated. Breath- 
ing the smoke or femes should be en- 
tirely avoided.

The most detrimental factor to 


•wine breeding In Wisconsin Is the 
"scrub" boar, for he has neither lial- 
Tlduallty, good breeding, nor any qual- 
ity worth 
transmitting. The 
herd 


boar should be pure bred and hare 
Individual merit and character. Pure 
breeding should Insure prepotence In 
the sire and give uniformity 
an< 


character to his offspring. The breed 
er should' become a competent J-adge 
and study the type, ihape. and con- 
formation of his animals under differ 
ent ages and conditions. 


While the sire.should be strong In 


the characteristics of the breed. It I 
all Important that he should posses 
a combination of size and q-zallty 
A sire of the lard type should b 
short ana broad In the face, broad be- 
tween the eyes, and have short, broad 
ears. His ceck should rise rapid!
